NEW YOIIK, October 22.—Bradatreet'H 


tomorrow will eay: While the general 
trade movement IB somewhat irregular 
and there are further evidencea of fall- 
ing off in demand and volume, business 
continues of large proportions. 


Speculation in wual has ceaaed and de- 


mand for tbe staple ia leas than for 
weeks past. Cotton goods ate dull on 
the weaKness of raw cotton and jobbers 
report dry goods slower than a week ago. 
Interior merchant a in the central woflt 
have not distributed 
fall stocks ae 


promptly as expected, and many jobbers 
at western centers lind that they over ea- 
tirnated the consumptive demand when 
eecuring fall goods. 


Unseasonably warm weather has in- 


terfored "with the movement of heavy 
goodB at the west, but rains In Kansas, 
Oklahoma anil Nebraska have improved 
the agricultural outlook relatively. The 
greatest activity in trade is reported by 
Kanaaa City nnd Omaha merchants. 


While quarantine regulations have 


been raised in Texas and modified in 
Louisiana, hueineaB throughout most of 
the gulf states remains practically at u 
standstill. Almoat all the lan?e eastern 
cities report u decreased movement o! 
merchandise and a tendency of colleu- 
tions to fall away, notably Baltimore, 
owing to Hs'BOuthern connections. Tbe 
induetrial situation continues to furniah 
employment to as many peroona as at 
any preceding period thia year and at 
higher wages. 
Production of iron, steel, machinery, 


Btovea, car structural work, glass and 
woolen goods continues heavy. 


Steel mills have orders to carry them 


into 1SU8, nnd decline contracts lor 
next year's delivery. Thia explains the 
advance in Bessemer pie iron while the 
foundry grades remain unchanged. The 
extraordinarily heavy and steadily in- 
creasing production of iron is etarting 
up lurnac-js long out of blast, and al- 
tnough consumption la heavy, it ia not 
improbable that production may outrun 
it in the neor future, which constitutes 
an unfavorable outlook in the outlook.

CENTRAL PACIFIC BONDS. 


Prospects Point to a Threu Years 


Extension. 


SAN FKAXCIKCO, October 22.—On tho 


first of the coining January over $10,- 
000,000 of the first mortgage bonds of 
the Central 1'acific railroad will fall due 
and an effort !B now being made by tbe 
company to induce tho holders of the 
securities to accept an extension on the 
bonda for a period of three years. The 
banking IIOUBB of Speyer &. Co. of 30 
Broad Btroat, N. Y., Ima been engaged 
to handle the outire matter for the com- 
pany, and holdera of the bonds aru 
asked to present their holdings for ex- 
tension at their ollice in the ISaet. 
H. E. UuntiiiRtoii, in speaking of the 


matter, said that in all probability tbe 
entire issue, or the greater part of it, 
would baextended. Thoeo among tbe 
bondholders who insist upon having 
their money when it falls due, however, 
can have it'by depositing their bonds 
with Bpeyei &. Co. It is thought thera 
is money enough in tbe company a sink- 
log fund for "the redemption of firat 
mortgage bonda to cancel all bonds that 
are offered for redemption. The sinking 
hind now approximates $10,008,000. 


Interesting to Testators. 


SANTA ROBA, October 22.—Judge Bur- 


net rendered an important opinion in 
the probate court this alternoon. When 
Aaron Barnes, a Sebastapol capitalist 
died he left an estate valued at about 
$30,000. A clause in the will provided 
that the executors should keep the estate 
intact for twenty years before distribu- 
tion. The heirs brought suit for con- 
struction of the will and auking for dis- 
tribution now. The judge in an oral 
opinion declared the twenty year clause 
illegal, as tending to creatoa perpetuity

WASHINGTON, October 22.—The report 


of the first assistant postmaster general, 
Perry S. Heath, for the fiecal year ended 
June 30th was made public today. The 
following is an abstract: 


"Special attention ie called to tbe 


necessity of additional facilities for the 
division of salaries and allowance, but 
a&ove all other recommendations ia 
placed one making provision for a small 
corps of special agents—about ten—who 
are expert accountants familiar with 
real estate values to inquire in tho field 
into postmasters' requieitioua and de- 
mands and to reach a just ascertainment 
of merit in auch purely business matters 
as cttunot be obtained by correspond- 
ence. 


There ahould also be lixod a more 


euvuio penalty for the punishment of 
postmasters who peddle postage etampa 
with a view to increasing their own 
salaries, resulting in the, diminution ot 
the net receipts of tho government. 
Authority should bo given to secure 
leases of pofllolnce stations for a period 
of ten instead ol five years. 


So much is gained by our recent policy 


of consolidation of poatollicws and the 
establishment or extension of the free 
delivery that 1 argo such action by con- 
gress aa will give greater latitude of 
discretion iu tho use of ejiocitic appro- 
priations. Two assistant superintend- 
ents of Iree delivery system have been 
appointed, one to bo located, at New 
York, and the other at Chicago, with 
proper 
plenary 
power and primary 


jurisdiction.

On arriving here and 
allowing the Manufacturers' nnd Pro- 
ducers Association that they have pur- 
chased goods in the city, the merchants 
will be supplied by the association with 
return railroad tickets any time within 
a period of thirty days. The associa- 
tion pays the railroad for thee« return 
tickets one-third of the regular rate.

;erday ordered the dissolution of the 
sunset Irrigation district. Ui EO de- 
creed in deciding tbe suit of the State of 
California, brought by John Landers, 
against the organization, which had for 
its purpose the building of a big canal 
system to divert water from Kings river 
and irrigate Ja vast area of land on the 
\Veet Side. 


The following IB the opinion, in part, 


that Jud^e "Webb rendered : 


•This is an action on the part of the 


State of California, at the relation of 
John Landers, againet the defendants, 
the Suueet Irrigation District and its 
directors, J. M. King, Colvin S. Camp- 
bell, E. T. Mitchell, Milton McWhotter 
and \V. G. Scott, for the purpose of hav- 
ing the Suueet company enjoined from 
exercising the franchise of a municipal 
corporation and. to have the same abated 
and dissolved. 


"It Ie alleged in the complaint of the 


plaintiff that the eaid dietrict was never 
organized, by reaeon of the fact that tbe 
required Dumber of petitioners never 
signed the petition for the organization 
of said dietrict. 


"It ie contended on the part of tbe de- 


fendants : 
"First, that by the order cf the Board 


of Supervisors declaring tbe Sunset Irri- 
gation District to be organised, the 
plaintiff in this action ia estopped to in 
quire into the due organization of the

The Sunset district WM organized sev-

The undertak- 
ing to establish the irrigation system 
was a big one, and opinion wa« divided 
as to its feasibility. The plan was to 
pump the water from Kings river up to 
the level of the laud, which la ninny feet 
higher than the stream. 


The direct ore had let the contract for 


the construction ot the system, includ- 
ing a number of large and long canals, 
to P. Y. Baker of Trnver. Bonds to tlio 
amount of $2,000.000 were Issued, hut 
they could not be sold. The directors 
purchased H claim ou th« water in Ilia 
fiver from the Porriiie and others, who 
own the Lntivma de Tactie grant, and in 
payment, pave them $250,000 worth of 
bonds.

"The third point advanced by tbede* 


tmdantfl was that there was a requieito 
number ol petitioners on the petition 
ireeented to the Hoard of Supervisors 
or tbe organization of tbe district,) 


"I am of tho opinion that there was 


not the neceesary number of petitioners. 
Dhe fact was brought out that forty 
acrea of land was divided into acre tract e 
and one acre deeded to each of tbo sign* 
era of the petition, about twenty-five in 
number; further, tbat no attempt waa 
nude and they had no intention to use 
.he water on the acie ol Ittud. It wae 
iroagut out that the transactions were 
made for the Bole purpose of mailing the 
grantees freeholder within the district. 


"Thin did not constitute such persona 


reeuoldera In the eenae tbat ia re- 
quired by law for the purpose ot ei(jniui; 


L petition for tho organization ot irriga- 
tion districts. Neither does the fact 
that they might have had homestead or 
jro-einption claims on government land, 
jr tbat they might bave had contracts 
to purcbaae f/orn tbe railroad company, 
make them owners as required by law. 


"Tbe petition presented to the Board 


of Supervisors was not ouch a petition 
as to give tbe board jurisdiction to act 
in the matter at all; and their acts, 
whatever they might bave been, were 
without authority ol law and absolutely 
null and void." 


The fourth point of the defenee was 


tbat the plaintiff wae estopped in this 
action by tbe judgment of the superior 
court, when it granted the petition of 
tbe directors for the sale of bonds of tbe 
district. 


Judgo Webb considered thia a more 


serious question than any of tbe preced- 
ing points advanced by the defense. 
Tbe law provides tbat when a petition 
tor tbe sale of bonds is presented the 
fact eball be well advertised and any 
person objecting to tbe proceeding has 
the opportunity of entering hia protest. 
The judge of the conrt is also presumed 
to look into the proceedings touching 
the organization of each district or any 
proceeding that might affect tbe legality 
or the validity of said bonds. 


"It seems to me," continues Judge 


Webb in bis opinion, "tbat it waa tbe 
intention of the legislature to allow 
only persons who were interested within 
tbe sense tbat they, ae individuals, were 
interested in the matter in controversy, 
to enter objection. Certainly if the state 
bad no interest in tbe dietrict it had no 
interest in the sale of bonds, and could 
not appear and contest the proceedings 
in court." 


The flfth contention of the defense 


wae-. "By the fact that tho plaintiff 
comes into court and sues the Sunset 
Irrigation District as a corporation, tbe 
plaintiff thereby admits the corporate 
capacity of the defendant."

Ever since the headquarters ol the 


Sixth Hegiment of the National Guard, 
as wi-11 as those ol tlie Third Brigade, 
wore located in Frueno tho local mill 
tary men bave been desirous of bringing 
tbe regimental baud to this city, where 
it properly belongs.

Tho boy with tho most nuiquo dwell- 


ing plucu nud pluygrouucl in Ctroator 
Now York is William Charles Situttcr,- 
tho 10-year-old sou of Dr. Charlos F. 
Snuttcr, tho proprietor of a drug Bloro 
iuWilliuuiBburg. Littlo Willie Sautter 
lives iu u collur, hus his pluygi'ouud in 
u cellar, aitd ho has no playmates of his 
own ugo. It is Boldom thut ho HUUB tbo 
light of dny BIIVO us it sifts through tlio 
grutbigH nbout his Bubterniucaii homo. 
Occasionally his father, who is his 
nurso, teacher, pluymnto aud coiupaii- 
ion, t lilies him out for u drivo, hut Wil- 
lio Sautter for nearly two years hus 
lived tuidcr tho ground. 


Willio Sautter has been au invalid 


froiu childhood. Ho lost tho caro and 
lovo of his mother wheu ho was a weo 
baby ami was thro\vu npou tho love— 
siuccro indeed—of 
female relatives. 


From birth tho child was nfiiicted with 
a ncrvouB disease whicli cvontuully de- 
veloped into spinal meningitis. Tho lit • 
tie one wns afflicted with epasuis fro- 
queutly and for years it was considered 
that his life was ouly tt questiou of a 
few days at any timo, but ho struggled 
along in tlio caro of various people 
without gaining nuy relief from his 
Buffering until recently, •when his fa- 
ther waa told by physicians that thoro 
was no further hopo for him. Tho lifo 
of this littlo boy was, and is, tho lifo of 
Dr. Sautter.. He made up his mind ho 
would save tho littlo weak boy, and ho 
went about his task iu a way that sim- 
ply stupefied his friends. 


Dr. Sautter's drug etoro is 25 feet 


wide aud about 100 feet long. Tho col- 
lar is hewn from solid rock aud is us 
dry as a, furnace. Before taking charge 
of tho child Dr. Sautter—"who had 
evolved uu idea in his mind as to the 
proper method of treatment—boxed oil 
a epaco iu tlio front part of the cellar 
about 81 by 15 feet. This placo ho fur- 
nished up most luxuriously. Ou the 
floor ho placed fioft carpets, tho walls 
ho adorned with choice pictures and tlio 
furnituro would do credit to any 1111111- 
skin iu the world. IIo had ummiiif;ly 
concealed in almost every movable arti- 
cle of furnituro music boxes. 


"When first Willie Sautter was placed 


in liiB new dwelling placo ho could 
scarcely utter an intelligible word. He 
was highly nervous, and almost every 
night ho had spawns. His disease was 
diauuosed by his father as ono requiring 
absolute rest and quiuL. Tlio littlu fel- 
low was immediately taught thufc thu 
littlo nest in tho cellar belonged to him 
nnd that his playground was tlio big 
open cellar iiithorear. Within a month 
after ho was placed in his now home 
his spasms censed and ho began to grow 
and gain in weight. 


Then began tho tedious work of teach- 


ing him to spcnk. The boy was still in- 
tensely nervous. Ho continually twitch- 
ed and squirmed and wolio from his 
sleep uttering inarticulate Bounds. But 
constant caro BOOH impressed upon his 
receptive in hid that ho was in a placo 
whore there was nothing to bother hhi 
For days anil days ho saw no fwco but 
tho fuco of his father, heard no voice 
but tho voico of his father—iu fact, 
heard no sound but tho sound of his fa-
